Her 
kitchen door' was etanding open. It had 
been locked when she left, and the floor 
scrupulously clean. Now the roum was bar- 
ren dnd the floor littered with trash and 


soot, 


She devined at once the cause. Nellie 


| Poole had refurnished her own kitchen at 


the expense of her neighbor. Mrs. McNeese 
knew Nellie’s disposition too well to think 
that she could recover her property single 
handed. She stepped down on the _ third 
floor and confided in her friend, Mrs. Brum- 


sey. They held a consultation of war and 


decided to invoke the aid of the police. 
Sergt. Johneon ant Patrolman Jerry 
Hickey were seen on the corner. The 
women told them what had happened. A 
patrol wagon was called and backed up in 
front of the Mc Neese-Poole fiat. 
The Poole woman's room was pointed

Pressing his body close up against the 
wall he “‘shinned’’ along until he stood in 
front of Nellie’s room. He was 60 feet in 
the air and a misstep meant death. He 
raised the window _and jumped in. 


Nellie saw that the enemy had flanked 


her. She was standing in the middle of 
the room with disheveled hair and sur- 
rounded by Mrs. McWNeese’s kitchen furni- 
ture... She had a bucket of water in her 
hand and without setting it down she 
opened the door and beat a hasty retreat. 


She was unsteady on her feet and when 


she reached the stair landing she lost her 
balance. In removing Mrs. McNeese’s 
kitchen store the soot that had been ac- 
cumulating was sprinkled all over her.

Minnie, recalls a 
pitiful story revealed in the Four Courts 
cells in December, 1895, when, by the arrest 
of Vaughan for bigamy on the oath of his 
legal wife, Annie Kodat found she was no 
wife and that her babe had no name. The 
love of the girl for her supposed husband 
and her faithfulness while he was in jail 
were the themes of many stories printed 
atthe time. Refusing to recognize Vaughan 
as her husband, Annie, Kodat believed him 
innotent of intended Wrong and lived: her 
life apart, yet loving him still. 

Monday's decision of the divorce court 
revived the almost forgotten story and re- 
vealed more romance than is often found in 
the cases settled in the grimy old building.

As soon 
after his release as he was able to do so 
Vaughan commenced divorce proceedings, 
alleging desertion. They were uncontested, 
and Monday the decree of separation. was 
handed down. 

Vaughan was overjoyed and his divorced 
wife little less so. 

“Now I can wed the woman I love,” he 
said, ‘‘and right an unconscious wrong. I 
will marry Annie Kodat _F so legitimatize

DR. D. C. POTTER FOUND GUILTY 


New York Divine Declares That He 
Will Appeal His Case. 

NEW YORK, June 28.—After a session of 
twelve hours, representatives of 110 Baptist 
churches in gession from 1 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon util 1 o'clock this morning, 
found Rev. Dr. Daniel C. Potter, formerly 
pastor of the Tabe rnacle Baptist Church, 
guilty of conduct unbecoming a Christian 
minister. This action was taken as the 
result of the majority of the representa- 
tives of a committee of 15, the vote stand- 
ing 8 to 7. The vote of the representatives 
of the churches stood 29 for the majority 
report and 19 against. The case grew out 
of misunderstandings between Dr. Potter 
and some wealthy members of the church 
and the Cur Mission Society. Dr. Potter 
says he will appeal the case and fight the 
matter to the bitter end.

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BLUFF AND BOMBAST. 


Although from the beginning no doubt of an ultimate 
American victory at Santiago existed, the conduét of the 
Spaniards has made assurance doubly sure and has greatly 
simplified and reduced the task of Gen. Shafter. 

Spanish military incompetence and timidity were conclu- 
sively demonstrated when the American forces were permitted 
to land without injury at Baiquiri. The difficult landing 
offered Gen. Linares an opportunity to strike an effective 
blow which would have been worth the loss of a third of his 
troops. 

The demonstration of incompetence was completed by the 
failure of the Spaniards to contest every foot of rough ground 
to Santiago. Instead of striking effective blows at the most 
opportune time the Spaniards have run to cover in the defenses 
of Santiago. They have let themselves be driven to their last 
ditch without attempting stubborn resistance. The ambus- 
cade, which, if properly directed, might have cut off the ad- 
vance guard of Gen. Shafter’s army, was a disastrous flasco. 

Santiago's defense is a bluff. Cervera’s sprint was a bluff. 
The sailing of Camara's ridiculous fleet is a bluff. Blanco’s 
Havana defences are largely bluffs. All the lying messages 
about war preparations and operations, dished out to the 
credulous Spanish populace are bluffs. Bluff and bombast 
are the chief factors of the Spanish campaign. The Ministry, 
the Army and the Navy are playing a theatric farce to the 
Spanish galleries.
